; Enlargement Rejected 

■ Last July, after eonsidcrablt 
controversy, the Senate voted 
down a proposal which would 
have enlarged the present 
■Watchdog subcommittee so as 
I to include Foreign Policy 
{Committee members. ■ The 
31-28 vote followed • a five- 
.hcfur .debate, most' of jt con- 


t ducted in an unusual closed 
session of the Senate. 

At that time, members of 
the Foreign 'Relations Com- 
mittee contended that they 
should have a role in over- 
seeing intelligence operations 
because' they involved foreign 
policy. Russell called the ex, 
pansion proposal an attempt to 
"muscle in” on jurisdiction 
of the Appropriations and the 
Armed Services Committees, 
The six-member CIA group 
| is drawn from the latter two 
committees. 

Invitation to All 

Russell said the representa- 
tives of the Foreign Relations 
Committee will be invited to 
attend all watchdog subcom- 
mittee sessions — eve!} those 
which deal, primarily with ap- 
propriations. , ; r „• . J 


"My present purpose is toj 
invite them to all the meet-! 
ings — at least for this session; 
| of Congress,” Russell said’ 
when asked if the new ar-J 
rangement would be perma-' 
nent.
